111 aorictilttire. The present exhibition is 
very much ahead of- that occasion. Dur- 
ing the past couple of weeks I have had 
the pleasure of opening a number of ex- 
hibitions in the New Westminster uis- 
trict, and I was really astounded at the 
wonderful improvement of agricultural 
interests and tho general prosperity of 
the farmers and the country generally, 
Agricultural exhibitions have been tf._il)g 
place all ovor the- provinop, and all of 
them, 1 b».ve reason to believe, have 
b»cn most successful. Indeed, this coun- 
try, which has hitherto been considered 
only lit for mining, lumbering 
and (iahintf, is rapidly becoming .1 
rich agricultural country , winch 
develops as time goes on. We all know 
that the lands in the valley of the Fraser 
and those of the Delta are unsurpassed 
for fertility. Tho low-lying land along 
the coast of Vancouver island parLakoiT 
of the same to 11 great extent. Much of 
the land that lias been cvcwl with 
forests, that was thought absolutely in- 
capable of development, has been cleared 
of the timber that covered it, and proved 
to be of tho greatest, fertility; On the 
townsito of New Westminster, Mr. T. 
Cunningham, the late member for the 
district, has cultivated live acres of laud 
which was formerly of the character of 
which I have spoken. Last year, I am 
told on very good authority, ho grew 
over S4,()00 worth of strawberries on this 
land (hear, hoar). Something of tho 
character, I believe, has been done hero 
this year ; although I have n it heard 
exactly what, has been done. If wo 
dwell upon the fact that such an anirmiiL 
of money has been produced from a 
small quontity of laud of that descrip- 
tion, we cannot say that British Colum- 
bia is not an agricultural country (hear, 
hear).

In 
tlio former, Mr. W. J. Taylor's beautiful 
Kisbor took tho prize for the beat stallion; 
whilo Mr. Roderick Tolmie's. " Gypsy," 
by ^'Bowker's Mae," out of ."Fairy 
Foni," took first prizo for tho best buggy 
horse shown. 

J. T. Wilkinson was remarkably suc- 
cessful in nil his exhibits ; in one (pigs) 
ho had three entries for which there un- 
fortunately happened to bo no class, but 
thejudges perceiving their merit, granted 
diplomas. In addition to this he had 
been offered ?500 for tlio foal of his 
stnndard-brod trotter " Nellie Vox," as 
soon as the little one is weaned. 

In poultry Dr. Milne's name shows 
conspicuously as a prize winner for 
partridge cochins, light brahmas and 
black minorcaa. 

Tho attendance yesterday was very 
argo, nutnberii'g probably four thousand 
people, proving tho inadequacy of 
both the buildings and grounds for 
another year's exhibition, and forcing 
•upon the directorate tho imperative ne- 
cessity of seeking more commodious 
quarters. 

Foster & McKay are among the lead- 
ing exhibitors of cattle. Tlioir fatoek 
farm is on Lulu Island, and they make a 
speoia lty of thoroughbred Holsteins. 
Their exhibition herd consists of eight 
head, including tho prize cow, Lady 
Gray, a magnilicont beast, two less im- 
portant cows, two young bulls and two 
heifora. All are first-class and received 
live prizes here. At New Westminster 
they swept the list in their class. One 
of the young bulls shown is a grade be- 
tween a Durham and a Holstein, a good 
mixture. The linn have at their ranch a 
total herd of 100 ; they raise all their 
heifer calves and sell the thoroughbreds 
for dairying and the grades for beef. Ship- 
ments of Holsteins to Japan have already 
commenced, and an extensive trade in 
this direction appears to bo opening. 
Prof. Robtrtson, during his recent visit 
to tho province, spent a day at the farm, 
and expressed himself as being greatly 
pleased witli it ; one of the calves was ao- 
leeted for the Dominion Government ex- 
perimental farm at Agassiz.

On an Ocean Greyhound While 
Crossing the Atlantic. 



The Vessel Dashes Into a Monster 
Iceberg and Escapes Total 
Dcstrucl ion Miraculously.

Mr. William Draft, >vho returned from 
England ii fo>v weeks ago, .had au ex- 
perience in crossing tho Atlantic on toe 
royal mail Btoamabip Vuncouver, if 
tho Dominion lino, whicli few Victorians 
will envy, aud which Mr. Craft would not 
care to again undergo. 

Tho Vancouver soled from Liverpool 
with nearly 000 passengers on board. 
Very soon after leaving Movillo, on 
Friday night, she encountered a strong 
head wind and heavy sua, which continued 
with increased force till Mo;. day morning, 
when tho wind bleu' a furious gale and 
the sea rolled mountains high, tossing the 
monster vessel about in a i orritic manner. 
Tho tables in tho saloon were set for 
breakfast with the greatest difficulty, and 
after they were ready a lurch of the ship 
knocked the glass, chinaware and pro- 
visions on the floor. A similar scone was 
witnessed in the second cabin. Confu- 
sion prevailed everywhere. Many per- 
sons were thrown from their berths ; de- 
canters, bottles, glass, etc. were upset 
and clashed about tho state-rooms. Tons 
uf water dashed (n or tho main deck fore 
and aft, many passengers were drenched, 
.and a few were thrown off their feet and 
dashed against the bulwarks. This state 
of things lasted till late on Tuesday night 
when tho wind and sea moderated, but 
was fo. lowed by heavy rain all day Wed- 
nesday. 

Thursday opened fair, but in tho after- 
noon rain again began to fall, and a dense 
ifog set in shortly afterward. Immense 
icebergs had been seen in tho distance, 
if these monsters being visible at 
Oapt. Lyndall decided to lay to 
till the fog lifted. The vessel was ap- 
proaching the entrance to tho Sttaits i f 
Belle Is e. Toward morning tho vessel 
was again started aud proceeded slowly. 
.Laud was sighted at the South at about 
eight o'clock and numerous icebergs wore 
•passed. Exciting aud terrible had been 
tho voyage, but it waa on Friday morning 
at 10 o'clock that the most dangerous 
and thrilling event happened. Fog had 
«'Uco more set in and speed had been re- 
duced to a dead slow. A sharp look-out 
was kept from tho boat as well as by two 
officers, one being tho captain on tho 
bridge. All at one.! what was thought to 
be a dense fog bank was observed about 
threo lengths of tho vessel ahead, but in 
a moment more it was discovered to bo a 
huge iceberg extending to a great dis- 
tance on either side of the cmirse of tho 
ship, and a collision was inevitable. 

Tho order was instantly telegraphed to 
the engineers to reverse tho engines, but 
too late to diminish the speed to any very 
\ noticeable extent, though the demand was 
promptly executed. By this time tho 
passengers on deck saw tho situation and 

tho Consternation WttS indescribable. 
Women screamed and fainted, and the 
widest confusion prevailed during tho 
lew anxious moments before tho crash 
came. Chief Engineer Murphy was con- 
versing with Chief Oflicer Walsh en the 
main deck aft when the alarm .sounded. 
Ho turned quickly, looked over the rail- 
ing, and seeing the threatening calamity, 
rushed into the engine room and ordered 
tho doors (-1 the n ator-tight compartments 
to be closed ad through the ship, BO that 
before tlie ship struck the ice thiswise 
arrangement was accomplished, t'i the 
horror of ono coal heaver who was im- 
prisoned in one compartment, time being 
considered too precious t>' allow him an 
opp rtunity t.> escape. 

The engines reversed did little g 1. 

for she . truck the huge berg with a crash 
t hat sent a thrill of horror to lie' bra\ est 
heart. Tons of ice fell down upon her 
deck, .".icl the CiiO passengers aboard 
i wore thrown into a panic. Many of t .em 
rushed fur life preservers and the cron 
for tho boats, but the Bhip's officers were 
very cool, and through their ellbr s tho 
mere excited of the passongorB were 
linally c dmed. The t steamer's hew ran 
into the berg a distance of (iftoen feet, 
and she raised herself nut of the water 
live tu ten feet by sliding on the ice. She 
was sii tightly wedged in that il was 
twenty minutes before her engines were 
able to break her off the berg. An ex- 
amination was immediately made of 
plates, but only one, and that above tho 
water line, was found to have been dam- 
aged. Many women among the passen- 
gers fainted, mid several were ill until 
they lauded at Rimouski, Saturday night. | 
Only to tho oolness ol the officers and 
crew was line the avorting of a contiuu 
ance of the panic and an excited rush for 
tho boats. 

The company tried to koop the matter 
quiet, but the passengers told tho story, 
and saj that on'y ten minutes before 
.striking the her;,' the steamer had been 
running at full speed. If this had bean 
kept up to tho time tho fog bank was 
sighted she would certainly have broken 
up and sunk in a few minutes, and there 
would have been lie one to toil tho tale. 
The vicinity is between Newfoundland 
and Labrador and the most dangerous 
and dosolatO part of tlie Cull' of St. 
Lawrence. 

A .MAN II A LP DRESSED RUSHES 
IT! A NTICA LLY TO CATCH A 
TRAIN. 

Quito recently the passengers en the 
ILT.it. East bound train, as it slopped at 
Murrisburg, Out., were astonished to see 
an elderly man rush al full Bpecd down 
the road towards the station.

"That I lived 
at the house of Mr. and Bits, Rathborne 
is true, and that 1 was their friend is 
true, but that 1 ever had any relations 
with Mrs. Rijthboriia that might not 
have been witnessed by her husband and 
by all men, is an absolute lie," said l)r.

She 
has not to thread lier way through nar- 
row channola, in which tho slightest 
deviation from her course would cau.su 
disaster. The harbor of Esquiinalt, in 
which the, dry dock is situated, is one of 
the finest jll the world. Tho anchorage, 
in it is good and tho shelter perfect. 
Vessels i, ceiling repairs can get to it 
readily and without inclining the slightest 
d inger. If then the dry dock is to he 
situated mar the greatest shipping

K.iine llevised Detail* in 10 Hor Very Iu- 
torintlns History. 

" Louise Hunjforfordi with a younger 
sister who is now the Countess of Telf- 
onor, tho wifo of a Italian Count, loft 
New York when about twelve years old, 
.says tho Working Woman. John Hun- 
gerford was a Journeyman harbor in Now 
York, but enlisted III tho Mexican war; 
later ho was employed at his trade by 
ono George W Ciprioo, whose' shop in 
San Francisco was known as "Montgom- 
ery baths," and tho chair that .Jack lien- 
gorford used is pointed out to the cus- 
tomers of tho Ciprioo harbor shop to this 
day. Mr. Ciprico advanced $500 in gold to 
his employe. who_ immediately sent for 
his daughters. When Louise Hungerford 
and her sister arrived In San Francisco 
tliey went to tho house of Mr. Ciprico, 
who took them into his family, they be- 
in£ nearly tho same afro of his own 
daughters. Hero they woro treated as 
members of tho family, being taught 
Italian and French and music by tho 
daughters. They lived with their bene- 
factors six or seven years, 

In 1865 Hungerford opened a harbor 
shop on his own account at Mokolurane 
Hill, Cal., and Louise, who was thea 
about nineteen years old, acted as her 
father's housekeeper— they having one 
room in the rear of tho shop. IIo was 
proprietor of but short duration, for he 
soon "busted" up in business. During 
this period a Dr. Bryant, who kept a 
small drug store at Nevada City, about 
ono hundred miles from Mokelumno 
Hill, paid attention to Louise, 
and sho was married to him after 
a short courtship. Dr. Bryant, be- 
ing a man of dissolute habits, died two 
or three years afterward of delirium 
tremens, leaving Mrs. Bryant no means 
of support for herself and daughter Eva, 
now tho Princess Coloniia. Her father's 
failure in business and her husband's 
death compelled her to seek service in 
the family of J. W. Walker, brother of 
tho late ex-Governor Walker, of Virginia, 
and there she met for tho Qrst time J. 
IV. Mackay, superintendent of tho Bul- 
lion mine at Virginia City, Nov. Louiso 
Bryant, for a brief time previous to her 
going into tho service of Mr. Walker, 
had tried a hand at keeping a boarding 
house for the miners. 

Mr. Mackay was comfortably fixed and 
could provide her a home, such as tho 
minors used in those days, simply a 
cabin of two rooms. So ho courted and 
won tho Widow Bryant. Her father 
in the meantime had gone back to his 
former "boas" and procured employment 
and helped to pay the youngest daugh- 
ter's board. Mrs. Mackay was cook and 
general housekeeper and laundry-wom- 
an, and helped entertain her husband's 
co-workers in tho mines. 

Mr. Mackay soon after attained great 
wealth, and Mrs. Mackay and her sistor 
had the advantage of a common school 
education and could speak fluently Ital- 
ian and French, through the association 
of tho Ciprico family, who were re- 
markably well educated — three of tho 
daughters of Mr. Ciprico aro school 
teachers in San Francisco to-day. When 
-Mrs. Mackay, hor daughter Eva, and her 
sistor went abroad, it was to getaway 
from her former associates. When sho 
returned fbr the tirst, umo to San Fran- 
cisco sho called upon tho Ciprico girls, 
but from that day to tho present sho has 
ignored her former teachers and bone- 
factors. 

Tho people ' of San Francisco who 
know tho facts as above stated are indig- 
nant at Mrs. Jonn W. Mackay 's ingrati- 
tude to a family that had clone so much 
for her in her early days of poverty and 
somewhat adventuresome life. 

John Hungerford — now known as Col. 
Hungerford of tho United States army- 
was formerly known as "Jack Hunger- 
ford, tho barber." lie was a good artist, 
and there is no disgrace attached to hia 
business. Louise earned her daily bread 
us a board ing-houso keeper. But tho 
worst of ingratitude comes in to those 
who took care of her and gave her the 
advantages of an early education. This 
we think the worst of crimes. 

Tho above is a true history of the 
Bonanza Queen of European society.

r REAK OF A HAND. 

Illown Through n Snioko-Stncit aim 
Caught em a Ho<l. 

Friday, Juno 20, Frederick Miller and 
David Heller, two employes at tho fur- 
nace at the rolling-mills, were killed by 
a premature explosion of Hercules pow- 
der while blasting out salamander from 
tho bottom of the furnace, says tho Bra- 
zil Times. Miller was standing directly 
over the drilled hole at tho time of tho 
explosion and was terribly torn and dis- 
figured. Bot h arms woro blown off, but 
one was found. Every effort to find the 
other arm proved fruitless until a month 
later. The workmen saw an object 
clinging to one of the slay-rods that 
help to support and keep in position tho 
stacks on the top of the furnace. 
Through curiosity they climbed to lbs 
top and they saw a sight that not only 
tilled them with horror hut with wonder. 
There in full sight of all was a man's 
band, with only the stub of an arm at- 
tached, tightly clasping tho rod above 
mentioned. There can bo no doubt but 
that tho hand is that of the unfortunate 
Miller. Tho only theory known for tho 
strange freak of tho bodyloss hand is 
that tho hand was blown out the top of 
tho high stack, and in coming down tho 
muscles, still active, contracted when 
tho hand struck the rod and fastened to 
it with a deadly grip. From tho posi- 
tion in which Miller was standing the 
hand could not have reached the posi- 
tion it occupied other than in tho above 
manner, The muscles could not have 
relaxed much after Qrst contracting else 
the hand would have fallen.
